Legislators responding favorably to article for filling selectmen vacancies

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Selectmen postpone decision 
on Early Retirement Incentive

WILMINGTON - Town 
Treasurer M. Ronald Mendes 
laid out the pros and cons of 
the state’s Early Retirement 
Incentive to the Board of 
Selectmen on Monday night. 
The incentive was enacted by 
the state legislature last 
January. 

Municipalities can choose 
whether or not to accept the 
program. Mendes concluded 
that accepting the plan would 
cost the town of Wilmington

hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars annually, but the board 
tabled the issue and held off its 
decision until a future meeting. 
Selectmen have a deadline of 
November 1 of this year to 
make a final decision. 

The state has approved three 
separate early retirement 
packages during the last three 
years, resulting in the addition 
of thousands of retirees to the 
pension rolls. This is being 
done, Mendes asserted, during 
a fiscal crisis which has creat- 


ed the largest investment loss- 
es to pension funds in 50 years. 
“The end result is that more 
and more people are retiring at 
a younger age with maximum 
pension benefits,” Mendes told 
the board. 

The term “pension liability* 
refers to the amount of money 
that is owed to retirees, but 
does not exist in the pension 
funds. In other words, th@dif+

Forest Street traffic 
troubles to be examined 


Committee will look at residents’ proposed remedies 


WILMINGTON - A task force 
will soon convene to determine 
what can be done to alleviate 
traffic concerns on Forest 
Street in Wilmington. 

The Board of Selectmen 
established the committee at 
the urging of Julie DiPiano and 
Diane Monestere, two residents 
on the busy street who want to 
see traffic there brought under 
control. The committee, which 
will meet at one point during 
the coming month, includes 
‘Town Manager Michael Caira, 
Selectman Robert Palmer, 
Police Chief Bernard Nally and 


Department of Public Works 
Superintendent Donald 
Onusseit. 


DiPiano charged that the 
work of the town to date to curb 
traffic woes has been “insuffi- 
cient.” She also maintained 
that the Wilmington Police 
Department is spread too thin 
throughout town in its efforts to 
stay on top of speeders and 
keep the roads safe. 

“We're asking you to take 
some measures that will actu- 
ally stop the nonsense that goes 
on, not only on our street, but 
on the streets of this town,” 
DiPiano stated. “We're telling 


you ‘That's enough’.” 

During their presentation, 
DiPiano and Monestere kept 
their focus on Forest Street, 
which exists in the west end of 
Wilmington and connects with 
Route 62. The two residents 
presented to selectmen a pack- 
et that they assembled that 
included a recent traffic study 
of Forest Street and 15 sugges- 
tions that might help “calm” 
traffic. 

The traffic study, which was 
conducted by Safety Officer 
Brian Moon, noted that 13,235 
ears passed through Forest

Committee for getting in front of an issue before it 
an create problems for administrators charged 
with keeping kids safe and schools orderly. 

; At a meeting last week, the School Committee 
amended one of its policies to grant administrators 
broader authority in conducting searches and 
interrogations of students. 

> Specifically, the policy draws a distinction 
between school administrations and law enforce- 
ment, stating that principals and vice principals do 
jot act as agents of the law when they investigate 
students on such matters as violence and posses- 
Sion of illegal substances. The new policy also 
widens the geographical perimeter within which 
administrators can venture when looking into 
actions of students suspected of wrongdoing. Now 
i student can be expelled for something wrong that 
he or she did on their way to or from school and 
school-related events. 


: Sounds tough, right? 
: Good. 


: There are those who might think that the civil 
rights of students are in danger because the eyes 
of Big Brother just opened wider. That’s not the 
case. 

: We're talking about children, adolescents and 
teenagers, yes, and they do have the same rights 
afforded to us by the United States Constitution. 
‘But your children have those rights too. 
Furthermore, they have the right to enjoy safe 
trips to and from school and learn in peace while 
they are there. This tighter policy will remind stu- 
dents that the reach of the principal’s authority 
extends to the place off school grounds where bul- 
lies lie in wait. 

: Secondly, you have the right to know if your chil- 
dren stash drugs or other contraband in their lock- 
ers. They don’t have the right to have such sub- 
stances or materials. One, they’re illegal. Two, all 
Jockers aré property of the school. The principal 
runs the school, so the principal gets to look inside 
the lockers. 

: When the School Committee amended its policy 
jast week, it was a matter that took little time and 
was greeted with virtually no opposition. As small 
fi matter as it appears, it still warrants positive 
recognition. 

: The policy change was prompted by two separate 
court cases in Massachusetts in which students 
Suspected of violence claimed that their rights 
were violated when their vice principals took 
action against them. The students argued that the 
Vice principals, acting as agents of the law, did not 
fdvise them of their rights. 

; One lower court sided with one of the students, 
only to be reversed. 

: The second student did not get so far. The same 
judged who reversed the decision of the lower court 
rejected this student’s argument as well. 

: In amending its policy, the School Committee puts 
itself a step ahead of such delinquents and 
strengthens the administrators who are responsi- 
ble for what you hope for your children and pay for 
in taxes: A safe, clean education.

Tewksbury - Wilmington 
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DA Coakley discusses public 
safety, crime prevention 


On Tuesday, September 9, Middlesex District Attorney Martha 
Coakley addressed the New England Council on Crime and 
Delinquency (NECCD) as part of the council’s annual training 
institute. In her remarks, District Attorney Coakley addressed the 
need for collaborative, multi-disciplinary approaches to public 
safety and crime prevention. 

“From my own background as a child abuse prosecutor, I have 
learned that the best way to tackle any problem is to bring togeth- 
er a different professionals with different perspectives to share 
ideas and techniques,” said District Attorney Coakley. “Those of 
us who work in the criminal justice system, including prosecutors, 
probation and parole officers, and corrections personnel, face new 
challenges every day. I'm pleased to see this group come togeth- 
er to discuss how they, professionals can work together to 
improve overall public safety and work to prevent those convict- 
ed of crimes from re-offending.” 

District Attorney Coakley was introduced by Cape & Islands 
District Attorney Michael O’Keefe. A longtime prosecutor, District 
Attorney O'Keefe was elected to his first term in 2002, after serv- 
ing as First Assistant District Attorney under now retired District 
Attorney Phil Rollins. He was the first recipient of the 
Massac tts District Attorney’s Association’s Prosecutor of the 
year Award 

In her keynote remarks, District Attorney Coakley discussed 
how multi-disciplinary, collaborative programming can have a 
positive impact on public safety. She highlighted several success- 
{ul programs run by the Middlesex District Attorney’s Office,

Woburn Mall expansion moves forward 
..with 27 conditions

WOBURN - As expected, the 
Woburn City Council last week 
voted to grant two special per- 
mits that will allow Woburn 
Mall's “safety improvement 
program” to move forward. 

The vote to grant a special 
permit that will allow for addi- 
tional space of about 41,000 
square feet was approved on an 
8-0 vote. 

A second special permit allow- 
ing the reduction of 257 parking 
spaces at the mall was 
approved, 7-1, with Ward 4 
Alderman William Booker 
opposed. The Ward | seat is 
currently vacant. 

“This is a project the city can 
get behind,” said Ward 5 
Alderman Paul Medeiros, 
whose district includes the 
mall. 

Within the past week, 
Medeiros and Woburn Mall offi- 
cials came up with 27 condi-

tions that would be imposed 
under the special permits. On 
the exterior, the project will 
include changes to the parking 
lot and a realignment of the 
main entrance to the mall oppo 
site the entrance to Joe's 
American Bar & Grill, with a 
new traffic signal to create a 
four way intersection on 
Mishawum Road. 

Mall officials also agreed to 
install sidewalks along 
Mishawum Road and 
Commerce Way, paint cross- 
walks, remove superfluous exte- 
rior signage and work with the 
Woburn Police Department to 
enforce a parking ban in the 
fire lanes around the building. 
There will also be improve- 
ments to the Commerce Way 
entrance in front of 
MarketBasket, mall officials 
said.

Soccer teams give support to fellow player

‘Two years ago, Paul Brooks 
and his family fought as hard 
as they could so he could be a 
member of the Wilmington 
High boys’ soccer team. 

About a month ago, Brooks 
was fighting for his life, And 
now thanks to some added 
physical strength, the 20-year- 
old seems to have found his 
way back on to the field and is 
on his way to goal once again. 

This past weekend the news 
became even more positive for 
Brooks. A handful of his old 
teammates and classmates 
were among about 75 locals 
who walked four miles around 
Lake Quannapowac in 
Wakefield for the “Light the 
Night” fundraiser to help raise 
money for the Leukemia 
Society. Brooks, who was diag- 
nosed with Acute 
Lympholastic Leukemia last 
October, was among one of the 
hundreds of walkers which is 
something he couldn’t do a 
month ago. 

“I felt fine,” said Brooks. 
“But like my Dad said a month 
ago I had a very hard time 
walking up stairs. My strength 
has doubled since then and I'm 
eating a lot better now too.” 

Brooks has lived in 
Wilmington his entire life but 
he attended the Carroll School 
in Lincoln. He played soccer 
there but wanted to play for 
the Wildcats his senior year 
which was the fall of 2001. 
After dealings with the school 
department, and waiver 
claims through the MIAA, 
Brooks was finally able to try 
out for the team. He did and he 
was a welcome. addition. He 
played'forward and did a very 
nice job, scoring some goals 
and being a very nice player to 
have on a team. 

A few months after the sea- 
son was over, Brooks started to 
get cold and flu like symptoms. 
His parents took him to the 
doctors and last October 30th 
he-was told about his new con- 
dition. The Leukemia was 
found in his blood. He could no 
longer play soccer. He had to 
stop attending classes at 
Middlesex Community College. 
He could no longer attend 
work as a councilor at the 
Lowell YMCA. He had to stop a 
lot’ of the things he enjoyed 
doing. His life would made an 
immediate change for the 
worse. 

“There low points,” said his 
father Carl. “There were a lot 
of Jow points.” 

‘Added Paul, “I didn’t have 
strength in my arms and legs 
and that I missed,” he said. “It 
was hard because I couldn’t do 
anything. I stayed in the house 
for months. Now that I feel 
better it’s great because I'm 

to be more active, so 
{the four mile walk] was a lot 
of fun.” 

Before the doctors told him 


about the disease, Brooks 


of his strength, as well as his 
hair. He went through his 
share of chemotherapy, some 
cycles he could handle and 
some he couldn't. 

“The doctors were saying all 
along how good I was doing 
considering what I was going 
through,” he said. “I didn’t 
believe them though. I was 
strong but I didn’t feel strong 
at all throughout it. I was like 
in the middle. It was just very 
tough.” 

Brooks still has about a year 
of therapy left but he says the 
dosages are a lot less than 
what he’s gone through thus 
far. He said he has already felt 
as if he’s back to his normal 
self, but wasn’t sure if that 
was going to happen when the 
hot summer days were here. 

“It’s absolutely amazing how 
far he has come in'the past 
month,” said his mother, Lee. 
“There were some very tough 
times but like anything else 
you do what you have to get by. 
He could barely get up the 
stairs a month ago and [the 
other day] he walked the four 
miles. It’s been wonderful. The 
doctors keep telling him how 
fantastic he’s doing.” 

While he played for the 
school soccer team, and start- 
ed his job at the YMCA, 
Brooks became friends with 
Ashley Steenbruggen, one of 
the tri-captains on this year’s 
girls soccer team. She was one 
of the main figures into orga- 
nizing the two soccer teams 
getting together Sunday night 
for the walk around the gor- 
geous lake in Wakefield. Both 
this year’s boys and girls soc- 
cer teams gathered together 
with their jerseys on, while 
walking with Paul and his fam- 
ily and other friends. The soc- 
cer teams and the other locals 
all helped to raise about $2,000 
for the Leukemia Society. 

“The support from everyone 
has been awesome,” said Lee. 
“A lot of people in the begin- 
ning just asked us what they 
could do to help and what can 
people do? You feel helpless. 
We felt the same way when we 
found out about people we 
knew that became sick. So one 
way we figured out how people 
could help was to do this walk. 
And everyone helped out and it 
was so wonderful. It was a 
shock to us that the two soccer 
teams showed up and helped 
out. 

“We thought we were just 
going to get a few sponsors, 
but then we were completely 
surprised with the teams and 
all of the other people. who 
showed up and helped. We 
never expected any of that.” 

Girls’ soccer coach Sue 
Hendee has been a huge sup- 
porter over the years of chari- 
ty walks, runs, bike rides and 
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Many locals participate in Leukemia walk 


just helping out as much as 
she can. She said she had 
already signed up to partici- 
pate in the Jimmy Fund Walk 
on the same day, but otherwise 
certainly would have joined in 
on the fun. 

“| think it’s wonderful thing 
what the teams did,” she said. 
“I think anytime people can 
help out other people or any 
charitable events or just help 
out people in general is a won- 
derful thing no matter your 
age. I had Paul as a student 
many, many years ago and he 
was always a very nice kid. I 
think what the teams did a 
great thing and I’m very proud 
of the girls for helping but.” 

Boys’ soccer coach Steve 
Scanlon said he didn't know 
anything about the walk until 
afterwards. He said he wished 
he did because he certainly 
would ‘have given a helping 
hand. 

“Paul's a good kid and he 
came out of nowhere from 
attending the other school to 
join our team,” said Scanlon. 
“It was a pleasant surprise. He 
had good skills and he made a 
lot of sacrifices to play for us. 
His father had to go get him, 
we would be given him maps 
and directions of how to get 
some schools and they really 
did a lot so he could play. He 
fit in really well on the team. 
He had good speed, he scored 
some goals and he was a good 
kid to have on the team. 

“I think it’s a great thing 
what the kids did. Even the 
kids who don’t know him or 
played with him. I think it’s 
great that those kids stick by 
someone else who went 
through the program and they 
continue to’stick by éach other. 
I’m glad Paul is doing well and 
we're all pulling for him.” 

Paul said he enjoyed the 
night and the walk. He said 
there were some faces he did- 
n’t recognize but some guys 
like Andy Bamberg, Mike 
Kelley, Anthony Azevedo, 
Brian Schell and Steenbruggen 
were just a handful of ones he 
was happy to see. 

“The support was very nice,” 
he said. “I was really happy to 
see everyone and to see all of 
those people show up and help. 
I was surprised.” 

Since his improvement has 
been so drastic, Paul has gone 
back to college where he’s tak- 
ing a computer and a math 
class. He’s also gone back to 
work at the YMCA a few days 
a week where he helps 
younger kids. He says some 
realize what he’s going 
through while some others 
don’t understand. 

Paul does understand that he 
still has a little ways to go 
before he’s fully recovered, but 
until then he knows that he has 
the support behind him to go 
to the goal once again.

This fall the Suffolk

Although he competes in col- 
lege, Harrison did not partici- 
pate in his high school's golf 
program at Austin Preparatory 
School because it interfered 
with baseball season. The for- 
mer Cougar was named captain 
of Austin baseball his senior 
year. He also held the same 
title for the basketball team all 
four years of his high school 
career. 
Harrison began golfing at the 
age of eleven with his father 
and uncle, whom he continues 
to play with today. He became 
more interested in the game as 
he grew older. 

"I started to work at Trull 
Brook golf course when I was 
13 and still work there today,” 
he said. “I'm mainly in the pro 
shop and on the tee, As I 
improved my game, I came to 
like golf even more and played 
all through high school [though 
not competitively]. When I 
went to Suffolk, I decided to go 
out for the golf team just to 
play, nothing serious. I really 
just wanted to golf at different 
courses in the area.” 
Harrison only played in two 
matches at Suffolk last season 
since a large portion of the golf 


team consisted of upperclass- 
men. In the shadow of older 
players, Harrison did not get 
his chance to shine until Suffolk 
hired head coach Ed McMellen 
this year. 

Suffolk recently named 
McMellen golf coach after vet- 
eran Tony Farma retired at the 
end of last season. McMellen is 
the first Assistant Golf 
Professional at Spring Valley 
Country Club in Sharon. 

As a new coach he is grateful 
for Harrison's skill on the 
course and commends his play- 
ing. Harrison's talent is com- 
forting for new coach McMellen 
who prepares the young team 
for the fall season. 

"Right now he is our number 
one guy. Although this is my 
first year coaching and I wasn't 
with him last year he's playing 
remarkably well and we're 
looking to continue his great 
playing throughout the season,” 
says McMellen. 

The sophomore acquired 
even more of a leading role 
when he was named Individual 
Medallist at the Little Five 
Tournament at Stowe. Harrison 
had a low score of 77 for the 
team and earned recognition 
among 20 other golfers from 
various schools at the match. 
At the Little Five, Suffolk com- 
peted in a round-robin system 
with Worcester Polytech, 
Brandeis, and MIT.

Fall to 0-2 on the season 


Rams not on 
winning scale

In their season opener 
against Arlington Catholic, the 
Shawsheen Tech football team 
was blown out in the first half 
on their way to a 32-14 loss 
after playing pretty well in the 
second half. Nobody wants to 
lose, but on the tough loss 
meter it ranked at about a 2 on 
a scale of 1 to 10. 

This past Friday night in 
Millis was different.

He got a great 
wedge and he read it really 
well,” Costabile said. “He got 
some nice blocks and he fol- 
lowed them really well.

people and committees had a 
hand in the revitalization pro- 
ject as a whole and in the 
development of Citizen's Park 
especially, The over all revital- 
ization was a partnership with 
the WRA and the City of 
Woburn and the Committee to 
Revitalize Downtown Woburn, 
created by Mayor Dever and 
chaired by Don Queenan, now 
a member of the WRA Board. 

Between those two indepen- 
dent committees a revitaliza- 
tion plan was developed and 
given approval by Dever. 
Among several other items the 
plan included the development 
of the park. 

However, it was, still, a four- 
year time span from concep- 
tion to the actual construction 
and dedication of the park, 
during the Flag Day cere- 
monies in June. In all, the cost 
to the city was about $275,000 
for design and construction; 
plus the cost of the land, 
$225,000 including the abutting 
building, which now houses the 
WRA offices. The latter costs 
came from WRA funds. 

‘The first break in the pro- 
ject came when Citizen’s Bank, 
which owned the property 
abutting their Main Street 
office, agreed to sell it at a 
price well below market value. 
Part of the deal was that the 
park would be known as 
Citizen's Plaza. 

According to Marlow, this 
was agreeable to all concerned 
as it would be a park for the 
citizens of Woburn and the 
name did not have to be 
Citizen’s Bank Plaza.

ment,” Marlow said. 

However, after all of that, 
the debates started over the 
design of the park. Borchelt 
explained that the original 
designs, done by the late C. 
Paul Lu and Deborah Pierce 
showed the park as a long 
ramp. 

This design was rejected 
after public input led to the 
opinion that the size of the 
ramp would in itself become a 
barrier to access, 

The design phase of the pro- 
ject was turned over to the firm 
of Allen and Majors along with 
Morris Architects. 

However, the two companies 
only did the design work on 
paper. 

According to Borchelt, “The 
design was really done by the 
community as a whole. The 
design was done with a lot of 
tweaking based on comments 
from the community.” 

Marlow added, “A lot of 
major changes were made as 
the construction went along.” 

The actual construction of 
the park and the Memorial 
Clock at its head was again a 
collaboration of private and 
municipal resources. The 
Department of Public Works 
provided the construction 
resources and Lynn based 
Delulius Brothers Construction 
did the brickwork. 

Borchelt described the park 
as * an excellent example of 
the skill of our local Depart- 
ment of Public Works and the 
crews that installed the lights.” 


The Memorial Clock was the 
idea of Dr. Robert Gonsulves, 
who worked with Robert Shure, 
an artist of international 
renown and owner of Woburn 
hased Skylight Studios on its 
final design. Shure donated his 
services and Gonsalves donat- 
éd the first $5,000 for the pur- 
chase of the clock from Elec- 
tric Time, Inc. of Medfield 
: The total cost was $40,000, 
which was raised from private 
donations sought by another 
independent committee chaired 
by Marlow. 

In another contribution 
from the DPW, its director, 
Fred Russell came up-with-the- 
idea for an actual waterfall 
Originally the plans had called 
for: inclusion of a fountain. 
Committee member Peter Car- 
pone noted that the running 
water would add to the attrac- 
tiveness of the park. It was 
Borchelt who had the original 
idea for the waterfall and Rus-

sell came up with the idea of 
adding a second pool at the top 
of the natural rock ledge. 

This allowed for more of a 
splash than a seeping effect. 

According to Marlow, the 
park has a two-fold purpose. 
The first is to provide ease of 
access from the Walnut Street. 
parking lot to the Main Street 
businesses. 

He noted there is still some 
accessibility problems, which 
are in the process of being 
resolved at no cost to the City 

The second aspect, accord- 
ing to Marlow, “We needed a 
keystone; something to make 
the downtown more attractive 
than it has beep. 

This was probably accom- 
plished just by using the empty 
piece of property, which had 
lain vacant for over 20 years. 
The former Woburn National 
Bank had purchased the prop- 
erty as a site for its expansion. 
However, those plans never saw 
fruition. 

Even more so, the park and 
the addition of the Memorial 
Clock tie the downtown more 
closely to the Common. The 
clock was purposely construct 


ed on a build-out of the side- 
walk to make it that much clos- 
er to the Common. 

Even during construction 
problems arose in the design, 
which had to be dealt with on 
site. Among these was the 
design of the brickwork in the 
park. 

Marlow gives much of the 
credit for the solution of many 
problems to Borchelt, who was 
on-site throughout the building 
process. It was Borchelt who 
supported the theory of other

Board members in using the 
present herring bone design of 
bricks and placing them in 
crushed sand. 

Borchelt noted that the 
incumbent handicapped access, 
problems with the Plaza are 
well-on their way to resolution. 
The building abutting the park, 
is now up for sale and one of 
the provisions is that any 
replacement must include a 
design and construction of a 
publicly accessible elevator 
that will connect the Main 
Street level to the parking lot. 

Several companies with 
Woburn ties have expressed 
interest in the purchase of the 
building. However, once again 
the process will be open to the 
public for their input. 

A public hearing will be 
held on Monday, September 29 
for anyone who wishes to hear 
the plans of the bidders or to 
provide input on the latest 
phase of the process. 

The waterfall is designed to 
be operational until the end of 
October. It must be shut down 
in enough time to allow the 
rocks on the ledge to dry out 
before the first freeze of the 
winter.
